HE Mitchell “Recorder” is edited by an “erring brother.

To those who read this page regularly— 
and I am aware that there are many thousands who take 
“Saturday Night” and possibly do not find the first depart- 
ment always. uninteresting—it may seem strange that I so 
irequently reiterate my belief in‘God and Christ, and Revel- 
ation generally. I certainly do not belong to the school of 
writers or speakers who make fun of the Bible and try to 
unsettle the faith that people have in Revelation. 1 believe 
that the Bible contains a message from God, and, as I have 
said many times, until I can solve the mystery of the birth 
of a blade of grass I shall dispute no recorded miracle. 
Ancient miracles are unimportant, for we can believe in God 
and Christ without believing in traditional wonders, while 
no man can have eyes and even rudimentary reason with- 
out being awed by the illimitable mys- 
tery of why a blade of grass grows. 

‘the erring brother, who shall be 
known hereafter in this article as the 
b., is kind enough to say that I write 
entertainingly,” ‘am not always log- 
ical,’ but ‘frequently quite erratic.” 
Now let me point out to the e. b.

The childish stomach fre- 
quently yearns for what it should 
not have—green apples, carpet tacks, 
rat poison, candy. etc. A cannibal 
child vearns for food cut from a human 
carcass. If its demands are met, of 
course it means ruin to the childish 
stomach; if it is fed, however, accord- 
ing to the arrangements made by its 
parents and according to the light pos- 
sessed by them, after it leaves milk the 
cannibal child will get the food it wants 
because it is considered healthy. The 
Scotch child will get porridge; the 
child of the American Indian will get 
meat: the child of the East Indian will 
get rice; the “yearn” really means 
little except that it is hungry and wants 
something, and it gets what those who 
surround it are willing to provide it 
with. It can digest almost anything 
except the carpet tacks and the rat 
poison, and it thrives.

A Winning Crew. 
HAT bluff and wide-awake British sailor, Lord 


Charles Beresford, has seen many strange sights 

and interesting people in his varied career; but it 

is little wonder that he was particularly interested 
in Ann Glanville, of Saltash, whom he knew well in her old 
age. 

Anv was herself a nautical character of distinction; she 
was stroke of the Saltash crew: To be sure, a woman who 
can row is nothing remarkable nowadays; and we have all 
heard of college crews composed of young women—and 
well-trained crews they are, too. But they seldom race, 
even against each other, and never against crews from out- 
side the college, and no one doubts that should they race 
against men they would incur defeat. 

The noted Saltash crew, however, of which Ann Glan- 
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ville was stroke for many years, 
was a crew which often raced, 
and usually won, against crews 
of men as well as of women 
They had to their credit races 
against male crews in the ports 
of Liverpool, Portsmouth, Ply- 
mouth, and Hull.

About 
$2,000,000 will be required for structures at the naval acad- 
emy, dry docks will absorb another sum of magnitude, $12,- 
000,000 must be applied to completion of vessels now in the 
hands of builders, and in the end there will be left for abso- 
lutely new ships $22,620,000, meaning a substantial increase

There have been authorized two 14,000-ton_battle-ships, 
each to cost, exclusive of armor and armament, ’ $3,600,000.
